The discovery of the will at the 
height of the public sale of R ainear’a 
property, ordered by an adm inistrator, 
created the greatest excitem ent among 
the crowds of farm ers and townspeo­ 
ple, gathered for the vendue. The sale 
was at its height when Hurry Bishop, 
inspecting R a in e a rs old m arket w ag­ 
on. which he had ju st purchased tor 
$4, found an old book stuffed between 
the ribs and canvas ut the wagon 
cover. 
“K alnear’s custom er book,” said Mr. 
Bishop to hts 
com panion, and idly 
turned th e closely scribbled leaves. A 
palter fell lrom between the leaves and 
fluttered to the ground. Bishop picked 
it up. read a tov* lines, and w ith a cry 
of “The will!” “T he w ill!” dashed for 
the house, where the lawyers In charge 
ot th e e state were overseeing the sale. 
Bishop turned over the paper to At­ 
torney Robert S. (Jaakill, who, with 
S enator (J 
VV. Lewis, was nam ed ad­ 
m inistrators of the estate by the court. 
Oddly enough, the old will was found 
to have nam ed Gaskill as one of the 
exec utors. The o th er is Lam bert Rain- 
ear, Jr., a brother, now dead. 


Read W ill to Crowd. 
Gaakill at once read the will aloud 
to th e crowd, tQ whom it furnished a 
sensation, fitting well with the m an­ 
ner in which R ainear has kept in the 
public* eye 
since tw o years ago this 
m onth th e little iron safe in w hich he 
kept as hieh as 120,000 in gold was 
robbed by a daylight burglar, who es­ 
caped. but was captured in Chicago 
after a neighbor had been arrested and 
falsely accused of th e crime. 
T he will was dated April 22. 1909, 
and, as far as could be learned, it is 
signed by out one witness, la m b e r t 
Kainear, whose death occurred four 
m onths altar the date of the docu­ 
ment. 
Lawyer* adm it the finding of the 
will opens the way for a big legal 
fight as it has little in common with 
the division as now arranged among 
the direct and indir**et heirs. To sev­

Eagle Pass. Tex.. Nov. 21. — Four 
hundred persons were killed on Sat­ 
urday evening at Zaeateeas in a pitch­ 
ed battle between governm ent troops 
and revolutionary fort es, u< cording to 
official advices which have been re- 
• civ cd at Ciudad ForflOro Dias, but 
have been carefully withheld from the 
American side. Railroad men brought 
the news.

guns obtained from somewhere, began 
a fusillade on th e soldiers. The details 
of the engagem ent are lac king, hut the 
positive fact rem ains that 4**0 persons, 
mostly rebels, were killed. 
American 
Consul Luther E. Ells­ 
worth ha* received information con­ 
cerning the battle, but the Mexican of­ 
ficials have minimized to him the loss 
of life. His report says that less than 
leo were killed. 
Revolutionary riots occurred at Al- 
lende, near Ciudad Porfloro Diaz, at 
irspuato and at other plates, but on 
account of the censorship the facts 
haven't been given publicity except as 
admissions that the soldiers whip corn- 
called to fire into mobs of Hotels

Paris, Nov. 21.—Imposing national 
ceremonies In the Tuileries Garden in 
connection with the dedication of a 
statue erected to the memory of Jules 
Ferry, the 
French 
statesm an, were 
marred by an assault upon Prem ier 
Biland, who, while walking with Pres­ 
ident Fallleres, wra* struck twrice on 
th® face by a Royalist. 
The prem ier wa* not seriously hurt. 
The vast crowd, which had gathered 
in the garden, Bet upon the prem ier’s 
assailant and only the determined In­ 
tervention of the republican guards 
saved the man from being beaten to 
death. 
The incident occurred at the conclu­ 
sion of th® exercises, which were at 
tended by thousands 
President Fal- 
lieres, M. Biland and the other minis­ 
ters were walking towards the gate­ 
way when a man broke through the 
republican guards that lined the road, 
lca|K*d to M. Briand's side and. rais­ 
ing his clenched fists, brought them 
with full force upon the prem ier’s face. 


Reeled But Did Not Fall.

Briand reeled under the blows, 
but did not fall. As friends rushed up 
to assist him he cried: 
I am all right; we must protect 
my assailant.” 
The very audacity of 
the assault 
rendered 
the 
crowd 
momentarily 
speechless, hut a shout of anger and 
cries of "Kill h im ’” arose quickly from 
all sides, as men fought their way to 
lay hands upon th® a ssailan t He wa* 
kicked and beaten and badly Injured 
before the republican guards, urged on 
by the premier, succeeded in rescuing 
him 
The man wa* taken before a magis­ 
trate and gave the name of I .at our. 
Ile said he was a member of the exec­ 
utive com m ittee of the "Carnelots du 
Hoi.” an organization of young Royal­ 
ists. ; nd that he wished to strike at 
the republic in the person of Briand. 


Were Honoring Ferry’s Memory. 


The statue to M Ferry was erected 
by the public school children of France 
and th** colonies, two million of whom 
contributed one cent each. 
The ceremonies, while honoring M 
Ferry a* a statesm an and upbuilding 
of 
th e 
colonies, especially honored 
him as father of the public schools of 
France. A golden book. containing the 
names of the two million subscribers, 
was placed In a receptacle beneath th® 
statue 
There was a great 
procession of 
school children and orations were de­ 
livered by Prem ier Briand, Maurice 
Maitre, m inister of public instruction, 
and other noted public men. M Briand 
hailed Ferry as a great patriot, like 
Gaul betta and VYaldeck Rousseau.
